To the extent that you determine that any subject document will not be disclosed because 
it is classified in accordance with document classification procedures of your Department, 
request is hereby made that such document be declassified or redacted sufficiently to enable 
useful review and inclusion of its identifying characteristics under Vaughn v. Rosen.
